W te! moſt bzad ſoueraigneiozdkingHENRYthe.VIIlanact 
was had and made fo2theeſtabliſhment ofthe ſucceſſion of 
FR LES the imperiall crowne ofthis realme of Englande, by which 
(azz 74 act emonges dyuers other thynges; it was enacted, that the 
Imperial crowne of this realme, with al dignities, honours, pꝛeeminences 
pꝛerogattues, auctozittes, and iuriſdictions to the lame annexed oz belon⸗ 
ging, ſhulde be to the kinges mateſtie # his heires ot his body lawfully bez 
gotten:that is to ſay,to thefirſt ſonne ofhis body betwene his highnes and 
his then lawful wyfe quene Jane now decealed, begotte, and to the heyzes 
of the bodye of the ſame firſte ſonne lawfully begotten . Ind foz defaute of 
ſuche heires, then to the ſeconde ſonne of hishyghnes body,and of the body 
of the ſayd queene Jane begotten, and to the heires of the body of the ſame 
ſecond ſonne begotten, with diuers other limitacions of the eſtates, conuet⸗ 
ance, and remainders of the layd imperial crowne, and other the pꝛemiſſes. 
And it was allo enacted further by the ſayd ſtatute, that fo lacke ot᷑ iſſue ob 
out ſaid ſoueraygn loꝛd the kynges body lawfully begotte, That then his

Ind foz as 
muche as our ſaid moſt dzad loueratgne lozd the kyng, vpon good and iuſt 
groundes and cauſes, intendeth by gods grace, to make ayoyageroyallin 
his moſt royal perſon, into the realme of Fraunce againſt his auncient ene⸗ 
mie the frenche king: his highnes moſte pꝛudently and wiſely conſtderyng- 
and callyng to his cemembzaunce,how this realme ſtandeth at this pzeſent 
tyme in the caſe of ſucceſſion, payſing and waying further wyth hym ſelk, 
the great truſt and confidence that his louing ſubtectes haue had, and haue 
in him, puttyng in his handes holly the oꝛdze and declaracto of the ſuccel⸗ 
ſon of this realme: Recognyſing and knowlegeyng allo that it is the only

and done perpetrated oz committed, oz hereafter to be done perpetrated oz

andlſo:df Irelande, wherofhe is in earth ſupꝛeme head, whoſe molt god⸗ 
ly and honcurable actes, as well marctall,as other, his moſte politike and 
pzndent-affaires. enterpꝛiſes, haue not only tedounded to his anmoztall
